SCARABS  - Scarabs  represent  the  beetles  observed  by  the  Egyptians. 
Identified  with  the  sun,  due  to  the  ray-like  horns  projecting  from  their  heads, 
the  scarabs  rolled  their  balls  of  dung  with  their  hind  legs  while  looking  east. 
They  also  constructed  little,  pear-shaped  structures  of  dung  in  which  to  lay 
their  eggs.  These  were  buried  in  the  earth,  in  excavated,  tomb-like  chambers 
which  burst  forth  with  new  life  upon  hatching.  The  Egyptians,  hence  believed  it 
capable  of  the  regenerative  powers  of  nature. 

Therefore,  the  beetle  became  a popular  amulet  for  healing,  and  application 
to  funerary  beliefs.  They  mimicked  the  beetle  in  the  building  of  subterranean 
chambers  in  which  to  house  their  dead,  wrapped  to  resemble  the  folded  legs, 
and  wings  of  the  pupal  stage  of  the  insect's  development.  Amulets  of  the 
scarab  were  wrapped  inside  the  mummy  bandages  to  enforce  the  belief  that 
life  could  spring  forth  from  the  underground  chamber.  Special  scarabs 
revitalized  the  body  after  death.  Others  were  protective,  warding  off  disease 
and  evil.  Some  were  commemorative,  issued  by  a pharaoh  to  describe  an 
event,  or  provide  protection  by  the  gods.
